Response to Amendment

3. Claims 1-4, 7, 8 and 22-25 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose the device structure as recited in independent claim 1. Specifically, the references of 
record do not teach or fairly suggest a fuse structure embedded within an interior portion of a 
substrate and in direct mechanical contact with an etch resistant layer having a slower etch rate 
than an insulative layer disposed directly above it. For these reasons claim 1, is deemed to be 
allowable over prior art and claims 2-4, 7, 8 and 22-25 are allowable by dependancy.
